It was univer- 
sally recognized that America had 
entered the war to promote no pri- 
vate or peculiar interest of her own, 
but only as th€> champion of rights 
which she was glad to share with 
free men and lovers of justice every- 
where. We bad formulated the prin- 
ciples upon which the settlement was 
to be made—the principles upon 
which the armistice had been agreed 
te and the parleys of peace under- 
taken—and no one doubted that our 
desire was to see the treaty of peace 
formulated along the actual lines of 
those principles—and desired nothing 
else. 


Welcomed as Friends. 


We were welcomed as disinterested 


friends. We were escorted to as arbi- 
ters in many a difficult matter. 
!t 


was recognized that our material aid 
would be indispensable in the days to 
come, when industry and credit would 
have to be brought back to their nor- 
mal operation again and communities 
beaten to the ground assisted to their 
feet once more, acd it was taken for 
granted, I am proud to say, that we 
would play the helpful friend in these 
things as in all others, without preju- 
dice or favor. 


We were generously accepted as 


the unaffected champions of what was 
right. It was a very responsible role 
to play; but I am happy to report 
that the fine group of Americans who 
helped with their expert advice -in 
each part of the varied settlements 
sought in every transaction to justify 
the high confidence reposed in them. 


And that confidence, it seems to 


me, is the measure of our opportunity 
and of our duty in the days to come, 
in which the new hope of the peo- 
ples of the world is to be fulfilled or 
disappointed. 


The fact that America is the friend 


of the nations, whether they be rivals 
or associates, is no new fact. It Is 
only the discovery of it by the rest 
of the world that Is new. 


America may be said to have just 


reached her majority as a world 
power. 
It was almost exactly 21 


years ago that the result* of the war 
with Spain . put us unexpectedly in 
possession of rich islands on the other 
side of the world and brought us into 
association with governments in the 
control of the West Indies. It was re- 
garded as a sinister and ominous 
thing by the statesmen of more than 
one European chancellory that wa 
should have extended our power be- 
yond the confines of our •continental 
dominions- They were accustomed to

ly without thought of what we spent 
of blood or treasure, so effective, so 
worthy of the admiration of true men 
everywhere, so wrought out of the 
stnff of all that was heroic, that the 
whole world saw at last in the flesh, 
in noble action, a great ideal asserted 
and vindicated fey a natica they had 
deemed material an-d now found to ce 
composed of the spiritual forces that 
must free men of every nation from, 
every unworthy bondage.

The atmosphere in which the con- 


ference worked seemed created, not 
by the ambitions of strong govern- 
ments, but by the hopes and aspira- 
tions of small nations and of ceooles 
hitherto under bondage to the power 
that victory had shattered and de- 
stroyed. 
Two great empires have 


been forced into political bankruptcy, 
and we we"e the receners. Our task 
•was not only to make peace with the 
central 
empires 
and 
remedy 
the 


wrongs .their araies had done. The 
central empires had lived in open 
violation of many of the very rights 
for which the war had been fought, 
dominating.alien peoples over whom 
they had no natural right to rule, en- 
forcing not obedience but veritable 
bondage, exploiting those who were 
weak for ;he benefit of those wno 
were masters and overlords only by 
force of arms. There could be no 
peace until the whole order of cen- 
tral Europe was set right. 


New Nations Created. 


That means that new nations were 


to be created—Poland, 
Czecho-SiO- 


vakia, Hungary itself. 
Xo part of 


ancient Poland bad -ever in any true 
sense become a part-of Germany, or 
of Austria, or of Russia. 
Bohemia 


was alien in every thought and hope 
to the monarchy of wbL-h she had 
so long been an artific.al part; and 
the uneasy partnership- between Aus- 
tria and Hungary had-been one rath- 
er of Interest than of kinship or sym- 
pathy. The Slavs whom Austria had 
chosen to force into her empire on 
the south were kept to their obedi- 
eace by nothing but fear.

More than that, great populations 


bound by sympathy and actual km 
to Roumania were also linked asaiast 
their will to the conglomerate Aus- 
tro-Hungarian monarchy or to other 
alien sovereignties, and it was part 
of the task of peacdWtQ make a new 
RoumaHa as well as a new Slavic 
state clustering about Serbia. 


And ^o natural frontiers could be 


found to the new fields of adjustment 
and redemptions. It ^as necessary 
to look constantly forward to other 
related tasks. The German colonies 
were to be disposed of. They had not 
been governed; they had been exploit- 
ed merely, without thought or *he in- 
terest or even the ordinary human 
rights of their inhabitants. 


The Turkish empire, moreover, had 


fallen apart, as the Austro-Hungarian 
had. It had never had any real unity. 
It had been held together only by 
pitiless, inhuman force. Its peoples 
cried aloud for release, for succor 
from ucspeakaoie distress, for all that 
the new day cf hope seemed at last 
to bring with its dawn. Peoples hith- 
erto in utter darkness were to be led 
out into the same light and given at 
last a helping hand. 
Undeveloped 


peoples and peoples ready for recog- 
nition but not yet ready to assume 
the full responsibilities of statehood 
were to be given adequate guarantees 
of friendly protection, guidance and 
assistance.

Way Found to Right Wrongs. 


And out of the execution of these 


great enterprises of liberty sprang 
opportunities to attempt what states- 
men had never found the way before 
to do; an opportunity to throw .safe- 
guards about the rights of racial, na- 
tional and religious minorities by sol- 
emn international covenant, an op- 
portunity to limit and regulate mili- 
tary( establishments where the> were 
most likely to be mischievous; an 
opportunity to effect a complete and 
systematic internationalization of wa- 
terways and railwars which were nec- 
essary to the free economic life of 
more than one nation and to clear 
many of the normal channels of com- 
merce of unfair obstructions of law 
or of privilege and the very welcome 
opportunity to secure for labor the 
concerted protection of principle and 
practice. 


These were not tasks which the 


conference looked about to find and 
went out of its way to perform. They
